STRIKE BLOWS

An Army of Over 200,000 Men, 
Thoroughly Equipped for War, 
Has Been Landed, but Just Where 
Is Known Only to the Mikado and 
His Chiefs. 


THE LULL AT PORT ARTHUR 
MAY PRECEDE THE STORM 


Military Observers Believe That the 
Withdrawal of Togo’s Fleet Was a 
Ruse and May Cover a Landing on 
the Peninsula From a Base in Gulf 


of Pechili. 

LONDON, March 3.—With a 
never approached by any army of Europe, 
Japan is now.in the field with an army of 
over 200000 men. 

The exact distribution of this vast fight- 
oniy to the Mikado and 

But it is known that 
over 150,000 of this force has been landed 
en the Yellow Sea coast of Corea and on 
an island near the Manchurian coast of the 
Sime sea. 

There are three objectives in the Japan- 
«se plan of campaign—Port Arthur, Viad- 
ivostok, and finally, Harbin. 

Dispatches from St. Petersburg say that 
no Japanese mrovement has been made 
near Port Arthur for three says: Togo’s 
fleet. seems to have disappeared. Military 
experts and naval officers who are watch- 
ing every bit of news bearing on the 
war think that this lull in the bombard- 
ment of Port Arthur is a Japanese ruse. 

In the Gulf of Pechili, nearly oposite 
Port Arthur, are hundreds of large islands, 
some having good harbors. It is believed 
that Japan has landed a force of 40,000. or 
more on these islanas. .

Although it is known that in twelve days 
soldiers have been constantly leaving Sase- 
bo, they have not arrived on the west coast 
of Corea, and it seems improbable that 
they could be landed anywhere north of 
Chemulpo witho a record of that fact.

on the Pe-Chi-Li \slands. 
on the Pechili islands. 

Any hour may bring news of the im- 
portant contact of land forces. Japan is 
ready; and delay is not a Japanese trait. 

Tt is probable that the advance will be 
made at three points—on the Yalu front, 
at Port Arthur and also at Viadivostok. 

The only official news today’ comes from 
St. Petersburg. In a dispatch to the Czar, 
Viceroy Alexieff says: 

“Admiral Stark, telegraphing from Port 
Arthur, says the enemy did not appear off 
Port Arthur on either Feb. 21 or Feb. 29 or 
March 1. Reconnoissance made by crulsers 
and torpedo boats over a radius of @ 
miles from Port Arthur also failed to dis- 
cover the enemys vessels.”’ 

An official dispatch from Major-General 
Pflug, Viceroy Alexieff's chief of etaff, 
dater March 2, says: 

“According to reports of our patrols to 
Ping Yang and on the roads to Gen San, 
there were no signs of the enemy. Ping 
Yang has beén occupied by 6000 Japanese 
who include 200 cavalrymen. No particu- 
lars have beefi obtained concerning artil- 
lery. It has been learned that the Jap- 
anese bring troops by sea from Fusan to 
Chemulpo (on Ping Yang inlet), whence 
they come to Ping Yang. 

“Between 1000 and 2000 Coreans have been 
sent to Ping Yang from Seoul. Our pa- 
trols on Feb. 28 were within eight miles 
of Ping Yang and report that the Jap- 
anese have fortified the town. The enemy's 
troops are arriving daily.” 

There are rumors that a mile or more 
of the railway from Harbin to Viadivos- 
tok has been destroyed by brigands oper- 
ating for the Japanese. These rumors are 
not authenticated. 

The whereabouts of the Japanese fleet is 
unknown, except so far as reports that 
one squadron is off the harbor of Viadi- 
vostok. 


RUSSIANS THINK 
THE JAPANESE MAY 
FEEL DISCOURAGED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 3.—Since the 

disappearance of the Japanese fiest from 
before Port Arthur the Russian authori- 
ties have been awaiting anxiously the yext 
move of the Japanese on sea. There is an 
inclination here to believe that the Japan- 
pee have been discouraged by the failure 
lof their attacks and yerhaps by losses 
they have not announced. 

It is evident even from the meager in- 
formation regarding the Russian disposi- 
tions in northern Corea that the plan for 
checking the Japanese land advance is 
perfected and that heavy reserves are be- 
ing brought up to the Yalu river.

A well-informed Russian, who has just 
arrived by the Siberian railway, states 
these facts to the Cologne Gazette: 

Many hundreds of Russian soldiers have 
been made unfit for service by the hard- 
ghips: they endured in trains and on their 
eastward march oh the tee. 

This authority adds that the casualties 
troops ~have been vagtly in- 
creased by the inadequate food and cloth- 
ing supplied to the men. 

Early in the morning, before the soldiers 
start on the march across Lake Baikal, 
tea and dry bread are served to them. 
A wooden barracks has been built half 
way across the Inke and there the soldiers 
get a bowl of hot wheat gruel, which is 
thin and contains no fat. The gruel is 
cooked in salt water. 

In the evening, at the end of the toll- 
some, wind-driven, snow-pelted journey, 
ten and dry *bread are given to the troops 
again. Rapacious peddlers “swarm the 
route, arid with there many soldiers ex- 
ohangwe the high felt boote with which they 
have boen furnished for bottles of vodka. 

The result has been that many soldiers 
have been drunk before th emarch is half 
over, and their feet have been frozen.

This question has been raised by the 
action of the Corn Exchange National Bank 
in Chicago, which has forbidden its em- 
ployes to do s0 without first obtaining 
the approval of the officials, So far no 
New York banks have followed the exam- 
ple, and, so far as can be learned, none 


is likely to do #0. 

The consensus of opinion of local bank- 
ers, of women who have gtudied economic 
questions and of others seems to be that 
the action of the Chicago bank is unfor- 
tunate, and not to be emulated. The views 
of many banking officials who were seen 
may be summed up in this statement made 
by a leading bank president, who probably 
employs more young men than any other 
in this city: 

‘The Corn Exchange Bank,’’ he said, 
“may have had some particular reason for 
taking this action, but to me it is inex- 
plicable. One's first impression would be 
that they consider that a man who has to 
support a wife and maybe several children 
on @ small salary would be more tempted 
to become dishonest. In my opinion, how- 
ever, this is not true, ? 

“From the point of view of honesty, we 
always place a married man above a sin- 
gle man, regardless of his ealary or posi- 
tion, believing that his wife and children 
act as sO many anchors. As to @ mar 
being unable to support a wife on ah 
income of $1000 a year, it is certain that 
the great majority of married couples in 
this country have not -got un income of 
that amount. 


Man Can Never 
Earn Over $1000. 


“There are many men employed in 
banks who by reason of their capabilities 
never will réceive a larger salary than 
$1000 a year, and it would be manifestly 


unfair to deny bok, th priviese _ me aot

Agent of the Little Black Republic Reaches New York to 
Make Formal Offer to Show Discoverer’s Remains 
for $100,000. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 3.—The government 
of Santo Domingo or some faction in that 
island wants to give the St. Louis Exposi- 
t¢éon the use of the remains of Christopher 
Columbus as a side-show attraction. An 
agent is in the city on this mission now. 

The offer has not. reached an official 
stage, but is has brought to light an earlier 
effort®jn the part of the thrifty and al- 
together unsentimental West Indians to 
make merchandise of the ashes of the 
man who discovered them. 

That was prior to the World’s Fair in 
Chicago and at that time the agreement 
was solemnly reduced to writing bearing 
the létterhead of the sovernment and 
signed by the then president. 

“I would not be surprised about that 
St. Louis offer,’’ said Fred Ober, who was 
a Chicago World's Fair commissioner. 
“I have not heard of any offer at this 
time, but one was made just prior to the 


Chicago World’s Fair and I think I can 
show you the provisional contract draft- 
ed to bind the agreement.”’ 

At this point Mr. Ober produced the docu- | 
ment, wh'ch consists of three largeq!egal | 
papers, closely covered with Spanish script... 
lle and the president of Santo Domingo | 
had signed it. 

In the second clause the offer is made 
“‘to exhibit the remains of the illustrious 
Gscoverer, Christopher Colon,"’ provided 
the United States government would show 
its anxiety to have them exhibited by pay- 
ing into the treasury of the ‘little West 
India republic the sum of $100,000 American 
gold and would p'edge itself to receive them 
with befitting. solemnity and pomp. Mr. 
Ober said: 

“I did not at first take the offer very 
seriously, but assented in order that the 
other negotiations should not be broken 
off. A copy of the document with my 


comments and a report on the circumstan

It seemed that not until a strong-lunged 
fellow leaped upon his seat and shouted 
“Bravo, Monsieur Gauthier!’’ did the singer 
become fully assured that we were trying 
to tell him we liked it, and that he had not 
fallen into an ambuscade of those Indians 
of whom he has heard so much since he 


came to St. Louis. 

The ovation to Gauthier'was the feature 
of the French Opera Company's perform- 
ance of Verdi's ‘Il Trovatore’’ Wednesday 
night. It was the second time the tenor 
had appeared since the company opened its 
St. Louis engagement, and the moment he 
lifted his voice in the troubadour song 
and the clear and sweetiy-human notes 
soared from his hiding place behind the 
scenes and penetrated to every part of 
the house, there was & murmur of sur- 
prise in the audience that made Gauthier's 
triumph sure. ' 

But it was not until he reached the dif- 
ficult and magnificent finale. to the third 
act that his inspirited. audience, unable 
longer to control its gratitued, arose and 
cave him the ovation which‘shook the very 
walls. 

Subsequently Mme. Guinchan, who was 
cast as Leonora, shared with Gauthier an- 
other less uproarious ovation after the 
famous tower song. The audience insisted 
upon having it over and over, and the 
echoes of Its beauty will dwell in the 
minds of some tor many and many a day. 
“Il Trovatore’’ was in all respects the 
most successful performance the French 
opera has had. First of all, it brought out 
a good crowd. This was gratifying to those 
who have been hearing the troupe ever 
since it opened, for they knew that, given 
music like that of Verdi's famous opera, 
the singers would send perhaps every aud- 
iior away from the hal) singing the praises 
of Gauthier and those voiceful men and 
women who are with him. 

“T) 'Trovatore’’ requires but a small cast, 
and not many of M. Charley's artists were 
heurd:' but those who were heard were 
highly representative of the excellence of 
the troupe—Guinchan,  Bressier-Gianoli, 
Gauthier, Labriet, Leyolle, Pissouard and 
Dementhe. 

Honors were even between Guinchan and 

Bressier-Gianoli, the dramatic sopranos 
cast respectively as Leonora and Ascuzena. 
They both acted well and sang well, and 
Bressler-Gianoli's. work in the Gypsy role 
heightened that good impression Which this 
capable woman made upon St. Louis opera 
goers when she played Carmen.
